Men who v ork lute lire commonly 


addicted to the tobacco habit. To them 
tobnceo is not n rela\ation«.fterartay'B 
work, but n ni-no sHmiibuit which en- 
ables them 1o accomplish tasks which 
would otherwise be difficult of accom- 
plishment. When the month becomes 
dry, alcolnl in some form or other in 
resorted to, OK n. fillip to enable the 
smoker to tolerate .still another cigar 
or two. Under these circumstances, to- 
bat co nets as a cerebral irritiuit, and 
interferes with the insoni»tor ci-nters 
of the brain to mioti an extent that the 
M'SHCls are unable to adjust themselves 
forthwith 1o the condition required for 
healthy and untroubled deep.

This state of things was 
brought 


about in a curious way. Lord Fairfax, 
who receives the name from his friends 
by courtesy, although a. an American 
ctitzen he has no right to hold a. title 
from another nation, is descended 
from the original settlers of the Fair- 
fax estate in Virginia, the third Baron 
Full-fax, who emigrated 
to this 


country early in the seventeenth cen- 
tury. When the American revolution 
broke out the then Lord Fairfax, the 
grandfather of the present peer, lived 
sometimes in England and sometimes 
In America, often using his right to ait 
In the house of lords. Throughout the 
struggle for independence ho sympa- 
thized with the revolutionists, but for- 
bore any active part in the rebellion, be- 
coming, however, when the United 
States obtained its enfranchisement, an 
American citizen. 


But. an English peer can lose his title 


only for nn act of treason. Lord Fair- 
fa\ had not committed any Buch act, 
and consequently could not be de- 
prived of his right to the barony. Once 
a peer always a peer. An English com- 
moner foreswearing allegiance to the 
crown cannot vote or legislate in Great 
Britain before ho has become renatural- 
is-ed, but it is one of the ancient priv- 
Utges of the peers, dating from the time 
of Mugna Chartn, that they and their 
descendants must retain their titles and 
rights In perpetuity except in the caac 
of treasonable conspiracy or active war 
against the crown. 


Some centuries later this law wasmort- 


iflcd in the case of persons becoming 
Koinnn Catholics. Conversion to Home, 
as in the case of the earl of Leicester, 
about eight years ago, lost them their 
titles. But even this law was repealed 
on the passing of the Catholic emancipa- 
tion act, and at present only treason 
cnn deprive a peer of hie title. This is 
how it happens that an American citi- 
rcn holds a British peerage. 


The Chanler wedding was one of the 


most rcmarknble society events of rc- 
t cut years. Only the oldest families of 
New York were invited. Even the wealth- 
iest members of the society of to-day 
were denied invitations. The old Astor 
mnnor house at Barry town-on-the-Hud- 
son was the scene of a reunion of the 
best society of 40 years ago, such ns 
hns not been, known for many years. 
Only one guest of nil the 200 invited 
was not descended from the csrliest 
and most distinguished settlers of 
America. This one exception was Mr. 
Pt. Gaudens, the sculptor, whose fa- 
ther won a Fourth avenue tradesman. 
He wns the only one there to represent 
the aristocracy of talent. All the rest 
of the guests comprised the Stnyves- 
nnts.tho Van IJcnssellucra ami other old 
families, whosp claims to lead society 
liuve been overlooked hi recent years 
in fuvor of the Vnndcrbllts and oilier1 
numbers ot the imutoeropy of wealth.

The church where the gre«,t-great- 


great-grandmother of the president- 
elect, William McKlnJey, attended. a.id 
the old dwelling occupied by her peo- 
ple, are still standing in Lancaster 
county. Pa, The pity is, however, that 
the original house in which she wan 
born ta no longer to be seen; excepting 
for a few stones which mark the out- 
lines of the foundation, of the old place, 
there is not a trace of its eighteenth 
century architecture. 


In the beautiful Donegal valley, 


among the rolling mills of Lancaster 
county, and looking down upon the 
rapid waters of the Susquehaunu, lies 
the village of Donegal, where the 
Stcvensoiis built the long, low house 
in which the ancestor of a president 
were born. The valley is one of the 
prettiest in the state, and that is say- 
Ing a great deal, for the state is filled 
wifh, picturesque place* lying among 
verdant hills, on the Bides of which 
cling tenaciously the most attractive 
of well-kept farms and the whitest of 
white-walled f annhounes. Donegal lies 
about 18 miles northwest of the town 
of Lancaster, amd to get to it one had 
better leave the train at Marietta, 
where o conveyance can be obtained 
to make the five-mile Journey .till to 
be accomplished. 


Strictly speaking, Donegal is not a 


village nor a town, and it is doubtful if 
it can clodm to be a borough, for there 
Is merely a sprinkling ot farmhouses 
upon the hills, too far apart almost to 
be called a community. In the midst 
of this fertile spot lice imbedded in the 
trees, which even at this time of the 
year hide it, the old Donegal Presby- 
terian church, which has been stand- 
ing since early in the eighteenth cen- 
tury. It has been remodeled, of course, 
in order to preserve it, but it stands 
practically the same to-day as it did' in 
the days of George II. 


A tablet of marble attached to the 


wall of the church gives about all the 
history that is knowii of the old struc- 
ture. From this it seems the chua-cli 
was founded by Arthur Patterson in 
the year 1722, and, in the year 17W the 
church received a patent from John 
Thomas and Richard Penii. During the 
revolution the pastor of the little church
